The validity of the act of the 
Legislature of 1912 in providing 
for a Statewide primary election tOi 
the nomination of candidates by po- 
litical parties was upheld Friday 
In an opinion handed down by tha 
four Common Plena Jndfaa of the 
Jefferson Circuit Court in the cases 
of three caadldatee seeking to man- 
damns County Clerk P. 8. Ray . to 
have their names printed on ballots 
to be voted for in the August pri- 
mary election. The demurrers to 
the petitions were Hustalned and 
the motion for a writ of mandamus 
overruled. 

The opinion waa written by 
Judge William field and lied In 
the Charles T. Gardner case and 
was signed by Judge Thomas R. 
(!<»;don. .Tiidge AValleT- Lin<o1n and 
.Tiidue William Smith, as well as by 
.ludge Field. 

In addition to denying the writ 
of maadamoa the opinion atatcs I 
that aignera of the petitions of! 
Qardner and George R. Ewald, a 
candidate, have no capacity to 
maintain actions, ;ind that under 
the law onlv candidates may Insti- 
tute pioceedin;<8 uniliT Section 27 
of the primary act. The opinion 
holds that as a conditjon precedent 
to the right to aeek nomination by 
any party required to nominate by 
primary, one must have the follow- 
ing personal nuallflcations: 

"First- He must, at the time he 
files his petition lo become a can- 
didate, be a (lualifled elector. 

"Seropd — He muf^t, at the time 
he flies his petiti9n. be a member of 
a poUtlcal party. 

"Third — He must have, hereto- 
fore, aflilisted with that party of 
wiiich he H a member at the time Ot 
filliii; hio i)etili<)n. • 

Fouith lie murtt have supported 
the nuralnees of that party at the 
last regular election." 

It is held in the opinion that no 
privileges are denied votern in the 
primary election, and there la no 
ihterference with an elective fran- 
Ohlse. as the primary provided lor 
is not sill election within the mean- 
ing of tlie t'oiiatitulion. 

In the couise of the opinion the 
foilovNing language Is found: 

"The effect of the. act ot 1012 is 
to prohibit the nomination of any 
candidate by more than one of the 
parties subject to Its provisions. It 
Is not thought that thi.s is (ontrary 
to any constitutional priniiple. Tlie 
Constitution emhodies limitations 
upon the power of the Legislature. ! 
That InatonaMnt In no way curtails 
the ricfct of tha Udatotyre rela- 
tive to the manner or mothoda or 
nominating candidates for office. In ' 
the absence of constitutional limi- 
tation, it seems that the Legisla- 
ture has the I'lhereiif anthoiitv to 
legislate on thi^ suhject free fioni 
judicial obstruction, it is no less 
wit&ia the province of the Legisla- 
ture to enact, without Judicial in- 
terfavoMO, towa tending to preeerve '

The aRitation for this aroend- 
nH-nl «iis liiTiiii ill the closing 
years of the rUhtt'i'nth ci'iilury, 
and iis far liack ns 1 So(> an effort 
Was made in a legislative way to 
engraft it upon the Constitution. 

It baa only be«n in the laat 20 
yean, howerer, that it haa attract- 
ed sufncient popular aupport aa to 
give it any chanre for adoption, and 
that support was siaineil rallicr 
through tile aliuses that crciit into 
the oiieralioii of lln- system ol 
electinK I'niied States Senators by 
State Legislatures than through 
any intense deaire of the people for 
the new mode of election. 

It atanda aa a condemnation of 
the 'evila of the former method of 
election and iilares polltieal power 
directly in the haiuls of the voters 
to nil exti'iit that all Federalists 
w<iulil have denounced and many 
State UiKhts Democrats would have 
feared aa portending in the ultimate 
the obliteration of the State*' rep- 
reaentatlvea in the Senate and the 
election of Ita ijiembers l)y popular 
vote of the electors of the l iiion. 

We already have a tcsiiiiK of 
public seiitimeiit ;is In the iiiiiiiiria- 
tion of i'resiileiitial laiiiliilates 
through national prIinnrleH and the 
doing away of national conventiona. 
The propoaal to elect the PrealdeBts 
throngh the popular vote of the na- 
tion la not far dlatant at thia writ- 
ing.

IikiiikIu alioiit tliroiinh 
ihe ;;lai-iii,i; evils o! ilie original sys- 
tem, must stand as a popular ver- 
dict afialnst the old plan and be 
accepted aa a mark of progreaa In 
sdjuating the Constttqtlon to the 
requiremeBU of the age and the 
conditions In the republic. 

With primaries for candidates 
for all elective positions from the 
hlnhest to the lowest, the "dark 
horses" of pulitical contests are en- 
tirely done away with, while per- 
aonal and party orKanizatlona are 
daatlnsd to atress and atorm. and 
often wreck and ruin, either 
through the primarlea or at the 
elections which fidlow them.

There will remain polltioal or*

"Many Servians and other Slavs 
anticipated that the preliminary 
agreenioiit Ix'tween Mnitcnria and 
Servia would be disreRarded, and 
Would result In a national loss to 
Servia. Bulgaria and Servia, as na- 
Ylons, for seTeral decades have been 
drifting «P*|t. Art tha, Uma when
